NO EXPORT OF IRISH 
BUTTER THIS YEAR 


DAIRYING INDUSTRY 
PROSPECTS GOOD

This year, for the first time in -hun- 

dreds of years, this “country will not 
export butter. Eire will need for her- 
self all the butter that it is possible to 
produce, having regard to the discon- 
tinuance of margarine production and 
the absence of imported fats. 
The retention at“ home of all butter 
stocks will mean a drop of about half 
a million pounds in the export trade 
figures, tar a saving to the public here 
of a subsidy on butter export, which 
amounted to, roughly, 33s. per cwt. 
Irish butter producers will, of course, 
receive their return from the [Irish 
market, and, in view of the need for 
greater production to offset the dis- 
appearance of margarine, their pro- 
spects are brighter than ever. 

Butter stocks in store Jast year, 
although they were twice as great as 
those of the previous year, were barely 
sufficient to tide the country over the 
non-producing season, now just ended, 
and it is estimated that this season 
Ireland can consume at least 20,000 
cwts. more than previously was pro- | 
duced. With greater consumption of 
milk anticipated this year, the outlook 
for the Irish dairying industry is 
extremely good.

Shops are Short 
of Black-out

UBLIN shops will not be able 

to satisfy the requirements of 

all their customers, who. have to 
comply with the Government’s 
newest ‘‘ black-out’’ order, an- 
nounced yesterday. Inquiries made 
yesterday show that black material 


jis -virtually unobtainable in the 


city. 

wo years ago people were urged to 
make suitable black-out arrangements, 
aud a fair proportion of private house- 
holders: and firms went to great 
expense to lay in the required materials. 
Then there was no black-out, and in the 
intervening period the curtains, shaded 
balbs and other necessaries have, in 
many cases, been mislaid, given away, 
or otherwise rendered ineffective. Now 
black material is virtually unobtainable 
in Dublin, prices of paper, blinds, and 
even paint. have risen, so that those 
who had already spent large sums in 
the first instance will have great 
trouble replacing their apparatus, and 
those who are blacking-out for the 
first time will find that it is almost 
twice as expensive, and that they will 
have. to be content with somewhat 
makeshift arangements. 

In many houses the window curtains 
are sufficiently heavy to be an éffective 
screen in themselves, and local A.R.P. 
wardens will advise householders as to 
the suitability of their curtains for 
black-out. In other cases, where the 
curtains are not heavy enough, Dublin 
firms .are selling dark . navy blue 
material for linings. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
black-out ‘for trams and . ‘buses. 
Already the "buses have been provided 
with. white mudguard wings, and. the 
edges of their platforms are paint 
white. :

U.S. ENVOY RECALLED 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. — The 
United States Government has decided 
to recall Admiral Leahy, United States 
Ambassador to France, for consulta- 
tion, it was learned. Relations between 
the two Governments will be carried 
on thruugh the respective CAargés 
d’Affarres in Washington and Vichy. 
M. Henry-Haye, French Ambassador 
in Washington, is expected to convey 
to the State Department his Govern- 
ment’s rejection of the latest American 
Note answering the French protest at 
the pointment of an American 
Oil Cleneral at Brazzaville. It is 
believed that the Note will be couched 
in moderate terms.

For a long time past there 
has been a growing demand in 
Great Britain for the establishment 
of a second front on the continent. 
Even the staid Times has been 
talking about the German High 
Command’s dread of a Zweifronten- 
krieg—a war on two fronts; and the 
raids in St. 
Nazaire and elsewhere have been 
causing more than casual interest in 
Berlin. The latest arrival in Paris 
gives a certain element of piquancy 
to these rumours; for he is none 
other than Marshal von Rundstedt, 
wito has taken over supreme com- 
mand of the German Army of 
Occupation from Marshal von 
Witzleben- 

Marshal von Rundstedt is one of 
Germany’s most famous generals. 
He was the conqueror of Poland 
-in the autumn of 1939. In 
the following year he played an 
important part in the military 
invasion of the Low Countries and 
of France; and when the Germans 
marched into Russia last June he 
was one of their most successful 
generals. It was Marshal von 
Rundstedt who captured Kiev and 
Kharkov. For a time he inflicted 
a series of notable defeats on 
the swashbuckling Russian Genera! 
Budyenny, and it was through no 
fault of his that the German 
advance in Southern Russia was 
stemmed. What does this fresh 
move portend? It may mean much, 
and it may mean nothing. It is 
quite possible that Marshal von 
Rundstedt has fallen under official 
displeasure in Germany, and that, 
having been relieved of his 
important command in Russia, he 
has been placed in charge of the 
Army of Occupation in France in 
order, as it were, to break his fall. 
The Army of Occupation consists of 
between twenty and twenty-three 
divisions, all ostensibly of the 
second class, or, in round figures, 
of about 340,000 men. Command of 
this apparently formidable, but 
relatively inoffensive, force would be 
virtually a sinecure for a soldier of 
Marshal von Rundstedt’s calibre ; 
and it is this consideration that 
leads to the suggestion that there 
may be more in the appointment 
than meets the naked eye. Does 
Germany expect a British invasion 
of France, or does she contemplate 
an invasion of Great Britain? 
Either hypothesis would explain the 
transfer of Marshal von Rundstedt 
to Paris. The fact is, of course, that 
the whole business i. sheer specula- 
tion. The change of régime in 
France undoubtedly will involve 
closer collaboration between fe 
French and German Governments. 
Tt is conceivable that, in the opinion 
of the German authorities, the 
changed conditions in France will 
call for a stronger hand in charge 
of the Army of Occupation, and 
that Marshal von Rundstedt’s 
appointment can be accepted at its 
face value. His military prestige, 
however, is so high that speculation 
is inevitable. One of Herr Hitler’s 
greatest assets during this war has 
been his continued ability to keep
